THAT CI KKENCV REFORM. 


Assuming that the great majority 
of senators and 
congressmen are 
earnestly desirous of framing such 
laws as shall prove 
beneficial to 
their constituents and tend to pro­ 
mote general prosperity, the D em o­ 


c r a t fails to see why they cannot 
agree upon a measure to reform our 
currency system and cure those de­ 
fects that everybody acknowledges 
to be at work to the injury of the 
public. 


It is probably not possible to ac­ 
complish the full measure of reform 
at one step; but keeping in view the 
fact that there is a general demand 
for a currency that shall meet the 
necessities of the business world, 
the present congress should be able 
to accomplish something. 
First and foremost, it had as well 
be understood now 
as later that 
there is no hope for the free coin­ 
age of silver during the incumbency 
of Mr. Cleveland. 


H e is opposed to silver coinage, 
and has at all times— both before 
and since his election— given the 
public t’o understand his views on 
the subject. 
H e would veto any free coinage 
measure that had not been agreed 
to by England, Germany and the 
g6ld 
standard 
countries 
of 
the 
world. 


This is the 
solemn 
truth, and 
there is no use for free silver men 
to seek to hide it or to grow angry 
because it is true. 
They 
should have known— and 
the vast majority of them did know 
— Mr. 
Cleveland’s 
position when 
they elected him to the presidency. 
The 
only 
financial 
legislation, 
then, that is possible is a reform of 
the currency system. 
The national banking laws g o v ­ 
erning 
the 
discount and deposit 
features are generally regarded as 
wise and efficient, and substantially 
meet popular approval. 
The chief practical objection is 
that the security for circulation— 
government 
bonds 
alone— is 
so 
scarce, 
high-priced 
and 
circum ­ 
scribed that the banks do not find 
it to their interest to increase their 
circulation to meet the demands of 
the public,and we frequently have a 
currency famine which proves dis­ 
astrous to productive industry and 
commerce. 


Another objection is that the se­ 
curity ( bonds) is held almost exclu­ 
sively in ©ne section of the country 
and that the other 
sections must 
mortgage 
their 
resources 
to 
the 
holders of these bonds in order to 
obtain security for circulation. 
In round numbers it would re­ 
quire 
about 
$115,000 
in 
lawful 
money, 
or 
indebtedness 
to 
that 
amount, to enable a Missouri bank 
to 
obtain 
and pul in circulation 
about $85,000 of bank notes. 
So that there is nothing to cure a 
currenr^’ 
-Line in the present sys­ 
tem, ijc 
iGse it does net encourage 
the banks to issue notes. 


It seems to the D e m o c r a t that 
the most rational reform that could 
be effected at this time 
would be 
such as would permit the people of 
any section to bank upon their own 
resources when they have wealth 
that furnishes absolutely sate secur­ 
ity for circulation. 


This can be reached by amending 
the present law so 
as to permit the 
deposit ot unquestioned state bonds 
or such county or municipal bonds 
as shall be guaranteed by the state 
in which such county or municipal­ 
ity IS located; all such bonds to be 
limited in amount and issued under 
such restrictions 
as shall 
be 
ap ­ 
proved by 
the comptroller 
ot the 
currency or provided by congress. 
At present in the west and south 
any public 
improvement 
necessi­ 
tates a loan from the east, 
and in­ 
volves the annual payment of inter­ 
est until in the 
end the money we 
borrow^ is returned in interest, and 
what we have earned must go to pay 
the principal. 


If this interest charge could be 
avoided we would soon be the rich­ 
est people on earth. 


If the interest we 
pay 
on 
our 
bonds 
could 
be 
kept 
at 
home, 
money would 
be plenty 
and 
the 


west and south measurably prosper­ 
ous. 


To permit 
absolutely safe state 
bonds, or bonds guaranteed by the 
state, to be deposited as security 
for 
circulation 
would 
solve 
the 
problem of how to provide needed 
[) ubl:c improvements, and also re­ 
duce the rate of 
interest 
on such 
bonds to a minimum. 


Under 
such 
a 
plan 
Missouri 
bonds could be taken by Missouri 
banks 
and 
used 
as security for 
money that would be put in circula­ 
tion right at home. 
It would enable us to build the 
state and county roads we need so 
badly, and afford employment for 
our people at the same time that it 
increased our circulating medium 
to meet the demands of increased 
commerce and reviving industries, 
and thus be a two-fold blessing. 
There is nothing 
radical about 
such a proposition. 
It is safe and 
conservative; and, while it does not 
promise to make 
any man 
rich 
without work, it does afford what 
arc 
now 
the 
debtor 
sections 
an 
opportunity 
to 
transfer 
their indebtedness 
to themselves, 
stop the drain which interest makes 
upon them and leave the interest 
money at home to encourage indus­ 
try and investments. 
The D e m o c r a t does n©t believe 
that either of the measures that have 
been proposed in congress can pos­ 
sibly become a law, but it does be­ 
lieve that fair-minded conservative 
men could agree upon some such 
plan as outlined above. 
The subject is too important to 
be made the sport of demagogues; 
too vital to be used as a means of 
revenge upon those with whom we 
may differ, and too pressing to be 
put aside.

chiefly about standing punishment 
and 
jaw 
jolts. 
Somebody 
had 
remarked that Sullivan was the in­ 
ventor ©f the jaw jolt. 
“ John L. 
made 
that 
blow 
fa­ 
m ous,” Fitzsimmons said, “ but the 
blow itself is as 
old 
as 
Samson. 
The first good wallop of that kind 1 
got was m an encounter with y oung 
^luggins, who was 
so crooked that 
he 
was known 
as 
‘H ook s . ’ 
He 
used to walk sway back, as if c ount­ 
ing stars in the 
zenith. 
He gave 
me the first practical lesson in the 
value of 
a jaw jolt. 
But a 
jolt of 
the kind on 
his 
own 
jaw never 
fazed him. 
Once an enemy slipped 
up to ‘H o o k s ’ 
as 
he 
walked 
the 
street with his head back ami land­ 
ed a terrific wallop on bis jaw. 
Jt 
knocked ‘H ook s ’ a corn|)lete back 
somersault. 
H e landed on his feet, 
looked at the 
sidewalk like a man 
does when his 
footing 
slips 
and 
walked on. 
‘H ook s ’ 
could 
stand 
as much punishment as 
a 
circus 
man, and they 
are 
tougher than 
prize fighters. 
“ T he effect of 
the jaw jolt is to 
addle the contents of a m a n’s pate 
so completely that even if he is not 
unconscious he is a long way from 
being 
conscious. 
Donnelly , 
the 
celebrated Irish 
champion, 
used 
the 
blow 
with 
terrible 
ef­ 
fect; 
Mendoza, the 
Pmglish jew, 
who 
was 
a 
terrific 
fighter, 
used it often, 
once 
fatally 
on 
a 
negro; Jern Alace was an adept with 
the blow; John 
L. 
Sullivan is a 
master of it. 
“ I hear Corbett is practicing it. It 
is possible for the person delivering 
the jaw-jolt blow to suffer more than 
the person receiving it. 
1 rem em ­ 
ber when an American circus was 
over m Australia one of the toughs 
of Sy dney got into a fight 
with a 
fellow belonging to the show who 
was no larger than a pint of cider. 
“ T h e tough lunged desperately at 
the smaller circus man, 
but could 
not hit him. 
The little circus man 
jeered at the tough and deliberately 
stuck out his face in such a manner 
that his jaw was fully exposed. The 
tough seized what he thought was 
a great opportunity and landed all 
the force he could muster 
on the 
little m a n’s jaw. 
The 
little man 
ne re r moved, except to grin, while 
the tough howled 
over 
a 
broken 
hand— he had struck the man with 
the iron jaw who lifted ton weights 
with his teeth in the American cir­ 
cus. 
“ The jaw-jolt is m odern only in 
name— it has been in use ever since 
the Greeks punched each other with 
an iron boxing glove 
which they 
called a cestus. 
Those gladiators 
must have been an iron-jawed race 
to require a piece of iron to knock 
them out. 
We of the present suc­ 
cumb instantly to a good poke on 
the jaw with a p added glove.”
